According to POTASH, MCE FISKMAN,one of the leaders 
of the aforementioned VALB group* returned to NY last 
night and told him the following: 

In September, 1960, MILT WOLFF, a top functionary 
of the VALB, had gone to East Germany to make arrangements 
for the American delegation attending the rally in East 
Germany. He conferred with FNU SPIELMANN, head of 
the "JComite Der Anti-Faschistiche Viderstands-ICampfer", 
otherwise known as "The Resistance Fighters." SPIELMANN, who 
had requested that the VALB send a delegation to the above 
mentioned rally, had assured WOLFF that the transportation 
expenses of the delegates from the VALB would be paid for by 
the East German Government. FI3IH&H stated that upon the 
termination of the aforesaid rally, the delegates were 
told by the East Germans that they did not have sufficient 
"valuta" to honor their commitment with respect to paying 
the transportation expenses of the VALB delegates. 

As a result only 25 of the delegation are able 
to pay for their transportation back to NY and the other 
23, consisting of 9 men, 7 women and 7 children, are stranded 
in East Germany. 

MOE FISHMAN has told POTASH that unless something 
is done immediately with respect to bringing this group 
of 21 people back to MY, both the East German Government 
and the VALB will be ^politically embarrassed". FISHMAN 
implored POTASH to dcfsome thing about this situation immediately.

At a meeting of the National Executive Board of the 
CP,USA on 7/24/61, chairman of which was POTASH, it 
was decided that the Soviets should be requested to request 
that East Germany send the 23 people referred to above 
to Prague, Czecho Slovakia, and further to request that 
the Czechoslovakian Government provide the necessary 
transportation to NY for the stranded people. 

POTASH advised that this matter is known only to the 
members of the National Executive Board who attended last 
night's meeting and to PHIL BART, CP, USA National Organizational 
Secretary, and NY 694-S*. 

POTASH requested that NY 694-S* advise the Soviets 
$iL£h regard to the above described situation of the delegates 
in East Germany and request that the Soviets render whatever 
assistance they could in this matter. 

NY 694-S* plans to contact VLADIMIR BARKOVSKY on 
7/25/61, to arrange an appointment with the latter for 7/26/61, 
at which time he will discuss with BARKOWEY the information 
to be transmitted to the Soviets.

The meeting was chaired by MORRIS CHILDS* 

The agenda was as follows % 

1) Review of all carry-over business. 

2) The ABE UNGER Case. 

On item number 1, that is old business, the Commission 
decided that it will no longer accept referral cases from the 
CP National Board which have not been processed through the lower 
level procedures in the Party. 

The Commission decided that this policy is necessary 
since the Commission is also considered a cadre commission. So, 
from now on, any charges brought before the Commission must start 
in the lower organizational levels and come up through normal 
appeal procedures . If a higher body does desire that the National 
Review Commission initiate and investigate charges, the charges 
must then be stated in writing and the Commission will no longer 
take cases from the higher bodies based upon hearsay and/or oral 
information in the initiation of charges. 

On the UNGER matter, UNGER had requested to be permitted 
to appeal before the Commission to state his case on July 14, 1961. 



He later bagged off on this date but agreed to appear on 
July 17, 1961 . 

UNGER appeared at the Commission hearing with two 
people whom he described as "witnesses to attest to my character"* 
They weres 

DAVE FRIEDMAN, an old attorney 

HARRY SACHER, one of the attorneys in the original 
Smith Act trials 

In this connection, it should be noted that the UNGER 
case is the most talked of thing in Party circles in New York, 
UNGER is the cause celebre for the opposition which is organising 
against the Party leadership in New York. The issue in the 
New York District around which the UNGER case evolves is on the 
tactics to pursue in the fight against the Mc Carran Law. The 
UNGER followers insist on dissolving the Party and the National 
Office says no - that publicly the CP must exist in name and that 
the Party must f *fight back" as a Party, while at the same tisae 
taking necessary organizational steps to secure the Party and. 
its membership o 

It will be recalled that the Review Commission had 
voted June 23, 1961 to suspend UNGER for "consistent struggle 
against Party . line and leadership". It was agreed that UNGER 
would be given a hearing before a subcommittee of the Review 
Commission consisting of WILLIAM PATTERSON, LENA SHERER and LEM 
HARRIS. The Commission also on June 23, 1961 said it would 
inform the New York District of the suspension and that the hearing 
notice to UNGER should be given to UNGER by the New York District 
in time. 

For additional background, the meeting of July 17, 
1961, developed the information that the New York District did not 
inform UNGER, although on June 24, 1961, the National Executive 
Committee gave the New York District the information and on 
June 26, 1961, the New York District was given the resolution of 
the Review Commission. It was further pointed out that LENA SHERER 
in June had also given certain notifications by telephone. However, 
UNGER was not told of the suspension until July 6, 1961 when he 
came to a New York County Executive Committee meeting. WILLIAM 
PATTERSON met him at the door, told him of the suspension and read 
the resolution to him telling him he could not entefr the meeting. 



UNGER replied that he was coming in anyway, so the 
entire New York County Executive Committee meeting was devoted 
to a discussion as to whether or not UNGEtt should be admitted to 
the meeting* On the vote oh UNGER* s admission to the meeting, 
as Against the National Office posit ion that he should riot since 
he was under suspension, the National Office lost this vote by 
three votes. 

As a result of its failure to supJport the National 
Office suspension of UNGER, the New York County Executive Board 
was disbanded by the National Office for its failure to support 
the Party Constitution and particularly the doctrine of "democratic 
centralism". 

At the Review Commission Hearing of July 17, 1961, 
UNGER was given the floor. In lawyer-like fashion he had prepared 
his case and pled it before the Commission by first of all pointing 
out a legal flaw in improper notification of the suspension. 

As an aside it should be pointed out that previously 
the Review Commission had held a caucus or. strategy meeting on 
how it should handle the Unger case. The decision was made at 
the caucus that UNGER would be handled in a technical way. However, 
when UNGER raised the technical question of improper notice and 
also pointed out that the original Commission Resolution suspending 
him had referred to his case under the wrong section in the 
Constitution, it was necessary for the Commission to resort to new 
tactics at the July 17, 1961 meeting. 

HELEN WINTER then outlined the case against UNGER and 
UNGER again, in legal fashion, challenged the charges and also 
the jurisdiction of the commission to act after improper notice. 
He charged his civil rights were in jeopardy and he had certain 
rights under the Party Constitution, Members of the Commission 
began to cut him down pointing out that he was a Communist and the 
Party was what was involved in the issue and that where the Party 
and civil rights were involved and a choice had to be made, of 
course the Party was first. 

At this point various members of the Commission recog- 
nized that the Commission could not gq further in the UNGER matter 
at this meeting. This was due to some of the technicalities that 
UNGER had raised but more particularly because as the hearing 
progressed it became more apparent there was a need to convince 
the two lawyers present, FRIEDMAN and SACHER, of the righteousness 



and need for the Party's action. 



At this point the floor was given to HARRY SACHER who 
opened saying that he personally did not wish to attend the 
meeting. However, he then made a moving plea to keep UNGER iri the 
CP. His 'plea was highlighted with his remarks when he said *'why 
do we devour the children of the revolution before we have made 
it?" He said UNGER did not mean to harm the Party. He pled 
against bureaucracy in the Party and raised the question as to 
whether the Party was taking action because UNGER had criticized 
the Party leadership. 

DAVE FRIEDMAN was next given the floor and spoke lesgi 
eloquently for approximately 10 to 15 minutes. He mentioned U&GEE 
had been in the Party for many decades and centered his remarks 
around the idea of long membership, good work and continued Party 
loyalty. 

Following these remarks, it became more and more 
apparent to the Commission members that insofar as UNGER was 
concerned their minds were made up but before such action cotild 
be taken the Commission had to convince SACHER and FRIEDMAN that 
such action was morally right and necessary in Party standards. 

The Commission therefore restated the political propo- 
sitions involved. WEINSTONE discussed the need for the "fight 
back" campaign in the name of the Party. CHILDS reviewed the 
articles which UNGER had written and reminded those present that 
the National Board had endorsed the Review Commission action 
regarding the UNGER suspension. 

The Commission members continued to lash out at UNGER . 
in the presence of SACHER and FRIEDMAN on political issues and 
noted he had been linked with a group of liquidationists in 
New York. 

When the hour was past Midnight the Commission decided 
to adjourn at which time it asked all invitees to leave in order 
that the Commission could have further discussion. 

It was later learned that as WEINSTONE and LEM HARRIS 
escorted SACHER and FRIEDMAN from the meeting place, SACHER said 
he did not realize all of the charges against UNGER and the 
difficulties th?tt UNGER was making for, the Party. When WEINSTONE! 
and HARRIS returned to the Commission meeting they indicated that 
they believed that both of the lawyers had been convinced and 
won to the Party's position. 



As the Commission meeting resumed it was decided 
that in order to placate the lawyers group in t he WGER matter, 
JIM' JACKSON would be delegated to meet with the lawyers on 
July 19, 1961, 

It was also decided that a subcommittee of PATTERSON, 
liEM HARRIS and LENA SCHEREt would meet in two weeks* After the 
subcommittee had contact with the lawyers group it will attempt 
to cause charges to be initiated from below against UNGER either 
to condone or affirm the Commission decision on UNGER or to 
bring new charges against UNGER. 

On August 14, 1961, there will be a full Review 
Commission meeting. 

Therefore, the present status of the UNGER cajse is 
that UNGER remains suspended and the Commission will wait and 
see how the New York District situation develops. 

In regard to resolving the New York District situation 
centering around the issues involved in the UNGER case, it should 
also be pointed out that on July 17, 1961, a meeting of organiza- 
tion fcfuwau personnel in the National Office plus some members of 
the National Board was held. At this meeting steps were taken 
to search out leading people to have them contact key members in 
the New York District in an effort to win them over to supporting 
the National Office position. However, as of July 18, 1961, in 
New York, UNGER is the banner bearer on the issue of tactics to 
pursue in the fight against the Mc Carran Act. PAUL ROBESON, JR. 
is another leader of the opposition. He has stated that he ha? no 
confidence in the Party leadership and he has resigned from the 
National Committee gad the New York State Committee. However, his 
resignations have not been accepted by the National Office.

He said that In bis conversations with various 
Russians who asked him about the situation In tne t^, he 
told them that Americans have no job security, large 
medical hills and heavy rental bills, while Russians have 
none of these. 

Returning to the Jewish question, KLXNS commented 
that; some Jews that he spoke with talked Yiddish at home, 
but Russian outside of the home.

"Dear Friend: - A horrible hot week here! Was at office both 
Tues &.Wed -went to Natl. Groups with Jack last night. Very 
good « we wiil get real co-operation there. Have been busy 
with my housework - I'm afraid my little sister may come home 
any day. She writes. now she'll be back by my birthday (Aug 7) 
or thereabouts. I talked with a travel agency rep. who, saw r 
her three weeks ago. He said she is small and frail but full 
of pep and apparently not sick. However he said she has already 
stayed longer than most people from temperate zones can stand - 
he described it as 'living in an oven,' and he thought she should 
come home. 

"Gus called during our Wed. meeting. He said no 
\ defense material had arrived there. He was wild - said to 
j Phil: - 'Close Up the office and send every one down to the 
J Defense office!' A lot of good that would do! Apparently we 
' must re-organize it. Mimi can not handle it alone. Carl did 
wonders - but now he leaves. Will be gone a week - he is so 
unwilling to stay but it did a lot of good. Helen did not seem 
to know why she was here. She did a good clean-up got in that 
awful back room where all kinds of stuff had accumulated. She 
made good suggestions, but - will they be carried out? I wonder! 
They say my pamphlet is out. I'll send you a copy as soon as 
I get one myself. Herb's book is at the printers, too. Its 
very good. We had a long and complicated but quite illogical 
and unconvincing explanation from the gentleman who occupies 
the office with me - as to why he abstained in the N.Y. State 
Com.

"I have not seen or heard from your friend who was to 
see me. I'll not be going out there now, at least not till 
after Kathie comes and I see where I am at. 

"I am so tired - all this upset at home, so unexpectedly, 
has me tired out. But I 1 11 settle down to write again next week - 
please send me the exact name of the editor in chief, to whom I 
should address a letter* 

"I'll write Annie to thank her for the lovely spoons* 
I sent all my mother's silver to my niece in Nigeria and bought 
myself (from the Guardian service) a set of stainless steel. 
So - its nice to have a silver spoon again. 

"How are you? Better, I hope. We're all working under 
such pressure, its terrific. I'd like to be in Chi. next week 
end. But with G ~ Winny & I understand. Bob- its enough. I'll 
see Gil later. Do give him, my warmest love.

On July 12, 1961, there was a meeting of the 
Communist Party (CP), USA, National Board and invited guests 
held at CP, USA, Headquarters, New York. Some of the 
conversation and some of the exchanges described herein were 
by means of blackboard and the exchange of n6tes.

PAT TOOHEY reported on his 15 day trip to Puerto Rico. 
He was warmly received and had many meetings. He took a three 
day trip over the island, covering many of the main cities and- 
towns. He had a series of discussions with trade union leaders , 
mayors, and politicians of the Popular Democratic party. 

In regard to the questions? (1) What is the condition 
of the CP of Puerto Rico? (2) What is the economic and political 
situation in the country? (3) What is the status of the 
independence movement? TOOHEY reported as follows: 

t 

There is no real CP in Puerto Rico in the sense 
that the Party in this couritry understands a party.. The CP 
of Puerto Rico is a group ot individuals without a central 
committee, without a sectidta committee, and without a youth 
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movement. In the main city (San Juan) there are a, few Communist 
Party members who are not organized nor are they engaged in 
concentration activities. There are no youth, in fact, in 
the Party. A paper was published until last December. The 
Party issues very little material for public distribution but 
there is lots of material available from the Socialist countries. 
All materials are mimeographed and the CP of Puerto Rico wants 
a printing press. Despite these weaknesses the Party enjoys 
a good reputation and a good standing among the masses and 
some other island leaders. It; is involved in some united .front 
activity for the "defense of Cub^ tT and for Puerto Rican 
independence. 

Two out of 14 former leaders remained in the Communist 
Party. One died and one went insane. This has left the 
Party decimated • Desertions of some leaders did not help 
the prestige of the Party. Persecutions and -.defections of 
some of the CP inner political struggles are responsible for 
this. There are no places to hide <pn this small island. One 
comrade carries the l^Dad although he has personal and financial 
troubles. He has no employment and the little aid furnished 
by the CP, USA, is not enough. -U.S. imperialism has entrenched 
itself and its rule in Puerto Rico. In many instances gloom 
and futility prevail. This feeling of gloom and futility is 
a feeling in all movements, even to some extent in the CP. 
Yet some activity in the pro-Cuban field, in the pro-independence 
field, and in the cultural movement continues. 

TOOHEY made a report on the 81 Party Conference 
and the CP of Puerto Rico approved its resolutions, although 
it had little material on the conference to study. 

■On relations .with the CP, USA, TOOHEY reported that' 
they feel isolated and abandoned because they do .not participate 
in anything. The TOOHEY visit was the first official visit 
of the CP, USA, in 13 years. The CP of Puerto Rico is critical 
of the CP, USA, because that Party has "no "line" on Puerto 
Rico. They were critical of JIM ALLEN* s pamphlet on Cuba 
because the pamphlet contained not a single word on Puerto Rico. 
~' They claim also, that all of the resolutions of t;he*CP, USA, 

leave out reference to Puerto Rico as a colony of the United States. 
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They are also critical of the CP, USA, because it failed to 
secure an invite for a CP of Puerto Rico participant in the 
81 Party Conference . Further , the Puerto Hi can Party was not 
invited to the Latin American Party Congresse&,and the CP, USA, 
is being blamed for that .also* 

The CP of Puerto Rico has asked for political, 
attention, because it is a colony and has great sensitivity. 
It has not received magazines of the CP, USA, it receives 
only five copies of "The Worker" and the Ctyba materials are 
not allowed by the Puerto Rican authorities • The Party 
charges the CP, USA, with being remiss in the light of American 
imperialism. It has no funds and wants American assistance. 
It suggests the organizing of a "Friends of Puerto RicoJ 1 move^ 
ment to assist Puerto Rico in its struggles. 

It further suggests frequent visits by well known 
CP figures in this country such as ELIZABETH FLYNN and BEN 
DAVIS, who enjoy reputations in Puerto Rico* 

The Communist Party of Puerto Rico also asks that 
the CP, USA, help them put out a newspaper. Currently 
there are three papers toeing issued, "Puerto Rico Libre", 
"Voice for the Defense of Independence" , and one paper issued 
by the peace movement. Who publishes the latter publication 
is not known. 

It. is further suggested that, the CP, USA.; Help the , 
CP of Puerto Rico on the "question of political pr^sowirB "n? • 
which is a critical issue . The movement of of ARMANDO ROMAN 
(POC) sends letters to the CP of Puerto Rico but this. group 
has no Influence in Puerto Rico and the Party is combatting 
this group in Puerto Rico 0 

The Puerto Rican Party thanked the National Committee 
of the American Party for sending a representative to Puerto 
Rico and suggested that the American Party assign a special

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TOOHEY received the impression that the CP of 
Puerto Rico considers LOUIS MONOZ MARIN as the main enemy, 
yet MARIN* is attacking the John Birch Society, the church 
hierarchy, is against intervention in Cuba, etc. He has 
also come ^out against monopoly in Puerto Rico and the question 
jLs^is the CP of Puerto Rico correct in considering MARIN as 
the main efnemy. It was suggested therefore, that some CP, 
USA, qualified economist be sent to Puerto Rico to study the 
economic situation and to formulate a new basic program. 

Following the report of TOOHEY, GUS HALL suggested 
that the Foreign Affairs Commission set up a Latin American 
Committee o He also pointed out that the CP, USA, has been 
giving financial aid to the CP of Puerto Rico regularly since 
the 17th National Convention. The American Party will also 
take vp the practical problems concerning Puerto Rico soon. 
He remarked that TED BASSETT is going to Puerto Rico as is 
JESUS COLONo 

JESUS COLON stated that the CP of Puerto Rico is 
receiving material and did receive the 81 Party Statement. 
He complained that the American Party cannot write about 
Puerto Rico unless the Communist Party of Puerto Rico gives 
the American Party a basic document. ' 

ELIZABETH' GURLEY FLYNN then reported oh the work 
of the new Party Defense Committee. She reported that a 
Citizens Committee for Defense had been set up with a project 
of asking for $l©0,000 o Material is at the printers, .An 
open letter is being printed and ads will be placed. The 
Justice BLACK dissent on the Internal Security $ct of 1950 
decision is being printed in pamphlet form. Justice WARREN 1 s 
dissent. -decision is also at the printers. ELIZABETH FLYNN f s 
pamphlet, a book by HERBERT APTHEKER consisting/of 128 pages 
is also being 'published. The Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee is also circulating a petition and a fact sheet is , 
being prepared for circulation by the National Lawyers Guild. 
The Party is asking CARL WINTER to come in from Detroit and 
spend a few weeks in New York to actually organize the Party 
defense activities around the new committee. On finances 
PHIL BART will work with MIMI FREEDLANDER . 
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Oont inuing, FLYNN reported that JOE (BRANT) is in 
charge of the National Conference entitled "Assembly for 
Democratic Rights' 9 scheduled for September 23, and 24, .1961. 
. The possibilities 1 of success- of this conference are good. 
BRANT is < being assisted toy ARNOLD JOHNSON-. 

Concerning defense activities in general, FLYNN 
reported that material on the .qieaning of the McCarran Act 
has been sent out. The Party will soon prepare a document 
on the sentiment and reaction of the press' and the people 
to the McCarran Law decision. A pamphlet on what the Communist 
Party stands for is needed ELIZABETH FLYNN herself will 
prepare a pamphlet on the Party membership cases. l A mass 
meeting will toe held in New York on July 27 ^ with FLYNN, 
MC MANUS, STRUICK, etc. JIM ALLEN will prepare a pamphlet 
on the "Foreign Agent" charge.

FLYNN further advised that in connection with the 
Party's fight toack efforts tours by National Party leaders 
are being conducted in the various districts. For example, 
GUS HALL is going to the West Coast and later to the Middle 
West. A defense bulletin is also r projected. . A defense appeal 
will be published in "The Worker", "Th§ National Guardian", 
"the People's- World", and the "Morning 'Frelheit" . Five 
bishops will 4 sponsor a petition to the President. An inter-' 
national bulletin has beest, issued. ■ 

GUS HALL, the nest speaker, spoke on the need for 
a public relations director for the National office. He 
charged that the New York organization has not given any 
forces to the Party defense effort and that the Party needs 
such people to help the office to send out news, letters and 
later a magazine. 

. JIM JACKSON mentioned that the "Minneapolis Tribune" 
editorial supports the right to dissent. 

JIM ALLEN reported that the Party first asks that 
there be a re-hearing. He added that the Emergency Civil 
Liberties Committee and the American Civil Liberties Union 
are filing Amicus briefs. 
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CARL WINTER next said that the Party must move the 
rest of the* country. It has found some response in the Middle 
West, but the Midwest has not, received material ffiora the 
Citizens Defense Committee as yet. There is a need for clarity 
regarding the Citizens Committee and the National Assembly 
Conference. The Party must be careful that it (The Citizens 
Committee) is not closed out after the National Assembly. 

PHIL BART reported that the Fair Play for Cuba 
Convention was held on July 1, and 2, 1961, in New York," City . 
Approximately 200" delegates were present from mOst cities " 
in the country. New York had 18, Chicago 10, Los Angeles 4, 
etc. There were aiso students from a dozen schools in the 
delegations. It was a positive conference. GIBSON in his 
speech made the mpln point as being a question of U.S. - 
Cuba relations . His tour resulted in his developing some 
Trotskyist ideas . Before the conference the Trotskyists 
introduced a resolution on the main dangers facing the move- 
ment; that is, that this movement may be Only "friendship' 
organizations" rather than one which fights for a socialist 
Cuba. The positive results were that the conference rejected 
the extrome Trotskyist views which/would repel the united 
front. The 5 FPCC established an advisory council with, brie 
representative from each chapter. September 15th is the 
first scheduled meeting of this'cburiciT: ' JOHlT "RDSSEN of ". " 
Chicago., . according" to BART;' raised the question oT democracy 
in the FPCC Committee . This GIBSON thought" was "aimed at 
him and he considered R0SSEN as a representative speaking : " 
for the CP, It was wrong for ROSSEN to raise this point "at """ 
this time./ The Conference had rejected the ROSSfiN resolution. 
It was later explained "to GIBSON" that ROSSEN is no longer a 
member of the, CP nor does. he speak for it. The organization 
is in the;hands of the, Trotskyists in many cities. "It was, 
therefore necessary for more Party members "to become active'' 
in the FPCC if control is to be wrested from the Trotskyists.

A confidential source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised on July 26, 
1961, that a meeting of functionaries of the Communist 
Party, United States of America (CPUSA) and invited guests 
was held at Communist Party (CP) Headquarters, New York 
City, on that date. Among those in attendance were: 

Phil Bart, Organizational Secretary, CPUSA 
Jack Stachel, National Committee (NC) member, CPUSA 
Ted Bassett, member of New York District (NYD) 

Committee, CPUSA 
Ben Bavis, National Secretary, CPUSA 
William L, Patterson, Vice Chairman, NYD, CPUSA 
James Allen, NC member, CPUSA 
Daniel Rubin, Youth Director, CPUSA 
James Jackson, NC member and editor of "The Worker" 
Irving Potash, Labor Secretary, CPUSA 
Arnold Johnson, NC member, CPUSA 

Bassett reported on the recent convention of the 
National Association for the Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP). He described it as successful in that a good, 
militant program was adopted. He said that one of the more 
important developments centered around the Civil Rights 
question. He noted that approximately 750 delegates 
went to Washington where two important events took place, 
(l) visits to senators and congressmen on the Civil Rights 
question and (2) visits of delegations to the White House. 

According to Bassett, the New York delegation to 
the convention wanted to picket the White House, but a 
sharp order came out not to picket under penal tyaa©£hed 
suspension from the NAACP. Serialised" 

Indexed 
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William Patterson proposed that the NAACP convention 
be discussed by the Labor and Negro Commissions jointly 
and separately and that out of these meetings there should 
come a list of proposals which not only should indicate 
support for what has taken place, but should even go 
beyond. Patterson described Adam Clayton Powell's 
speech to the convention as "most important" and recommended 
that it be printed in full in "The Worker. " 

Daniel Rubin commented "we had some Negro youth 
comrades there who were electrifying" but they were 
dissatisfied with the "lack of say" in the functioning 
of the organization and the failure of the national 
leadership to take the lead in the organizing of their 
struggle. 

James Allen reported on the international 
situation stating that President Kennedy's speech indicated 
there are developments of fear and panic particularly 
in view of the world relation of forces. He claimed the 
Presidents Justification of policy is based on 
misrepresentation of the Soviet position in relation to 
Berlin and Germany. According to Allen, the purpose 
of the Kennedy Administration with respect to Berlin and 
the German issue itself, amounts to moving up to a 
position of strength from which to carry on whatever 
machinations the Administration may feel obliged to 
undertake. 

Allen said that the second main aim of the 
"Kennedy line" as developed in his speech on July 25, 
1961, is to create the necessary atmosphere to get a speed- 
up in military mobilization and achieve other domestic 
objectives. He asserted that President Kennedy is using 
the "so-called Berlin crisis" to speed up the objectives 
made clear by him in his defense message of last March 
and also to bring in additional proposals, including 
additional appropriations, and increases in the armed 
forces. These add up to a further addition to the 
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military component of the economy. All things add up 
to the justification of building up the West German 
military power. 

Allen concluded that the emphasis of the 
CPUSA must be on stressing the danger of a world 
war. 

Arnold Johnson said a technique must be 
figured out on "how to be sharp with Kennedy" and the 
CPUSA must show that its proposal is not to increase 
war danger but to eliminate a war provocation. 

William Patterson said the CPUSA must make 
every effort to show this speech is not an expression 
of the American people. He posed the questions "Can we get 
SANE (Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy) to come forth 
and popularize their line in relation to this speech? Can 
we get the other peace forces to come forward? What 
statements will labor make?" 

Ben Davis alleged that President Kennedy is 
putting the whole country on a war footing to save the 
freedom of two million West Berliners while at the same time 
18 million Negroes in America are not being given the 
consideration they deserve. He said "this must be 
exploited for all its worth."

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Headquarters , 23 West 26th St., NYC. Those in attendance 
were:

DAVE PREE0MAN, attorney who has represented CPUSA 
ABRAHAM UNGER, member of NY County Council 

It was decided that upon UNGER 1 s arrival, the 
meeting would open up with HELEN WINTER reading a brief 
statement pointing out why UNGER was being given a hearing by 
the commission at this time. Various contributions were made 
by those present as to the wording of this statement. Ugron 
UNGER 's arrival at approximately 8:10 p.m., HELEN WINTER read 
a brief statement in which she pointed out the basic events 
leading up to UNGER' s appearance before this body. She said 
that the National Board requested the Review and Appeals 
Commission on June 20, 1961, to take up certain matters 
concerning UNGER. She cited significant items in connection 
with the UNGER matter as follows: 

1. The article presented to the Editorial 
Board of "Political Affairs" by UNGER which was rejected 
as containing anti -Party views. 

2. The matter of UNGER 's conduct at his club when 
he proposed dissolution of the Party. 

3. The question of his conduct at the NY executive 

meeting. 
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She added that in view of the above and the 
critical stage in the Party's history, the Review and Appeals 
Commission unanimously resolved to suspend UNGER pending 
further hearing and that UNGER refused to abide by the 
decision. 

UNGER opened his remarks by seriously questioning 
whether members of the commission could consider themselves 
sufficiently free of prejudice, concerning the matter under 
discussion, to justify their serving as judges. 

UNGER then stated his position as follows: 

1. The article submitted to the Editorial Board 
by himself: 

If the article has been rejected by the Editorial 
Board and the National Board, he was never informed. He is 
ready to stand by everything in that article. No one has 
ever discussed the article with him since it was submitted. 

2. The proposal for dissolution: 

As a result of the Supreme Court decision, he 
proposed at a meeting on June 13, 1961, that the State and 
National Committee consider the problem created by the 
Supreme Court decision in the light of the Party's 
welfare and the welfare of 10,000 members of the Party; 
that a National Convention be held before July 10, 1961, 
at which whatever action members of the Party decided 
upon should be taken openly, officially and in accordance 
with the Party's constitution. No functionary has 
questioned him about this and he has not heard one 
valid argument against this suggestion. The proposal 
to dissolve the CP is the surest way of preventing liquidation 
of the Marxist Movement in the United States. 

3. County Council meeting of June 21st. 
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He came to the meeting of June 21st intending 
to discuss this proposal (on dissolution), "but was 
prevented from doing so on a proposal by (IRVING) POTASH 
which was upheld by the chair. At each of the meetings 
subsequent to June 21st, this proposal (on dissolution) 
has been used as an instrument for attacking him and 
others in the form of lies, slander and outrages. 

4.$ Suspension: 

There was no basis for the action of this 
committee in suspending him. He believes it got its 
information by hearsay. It has acted in an outrageous manner 
and he does not deserve this treatment. 

HARRY SACHER remarked that although he disagreed 
with UNGER's point of view on dissolution, he does not think 
that UNGER's presentation at the lawyers' meeting was in 
any way divisive. What UNGER raised is a question that has 
to be raised and must be considered. SACHER characterized 
UNGER. as a hard worker, who says what he believes and who 
is definitely not anti -Party. He added that UNGER is a very 
intense man with certain strong convictions and who deserves 
well of the Party. 

DAVE FREEDMAN stated it was difficult to 
understand why UNGER was not notified earlier of his 
suspension. He added that he was very disturbed and 
distressed that if there was a problem, why we were 
not asked to do something. 

MORRIS CHILDS said that consideration must 
always be given to discipline in the Party and that 
UNGER, in persisting in his present stands, encourages 
development of groupings in opposition to the Party 
line. 
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WEINSTONE pointed out that when comrades have 
differences of opinion, the principle to be followed is the 
subordination of the minority to the majority. No 
individual member can defy higher bodies. What UNGER did 
is anarchism, not Communism. WEINSTONE remarked that 
UNGER, in the article, charged that the Party leadership 
is a "centrist leadership" and the article was condemned 
unanimously by the Editorial Board and the National 
Board. By following UNGER' s proposal to dissolve publicly 
would result in the shattering of the Party organization. 
The Party would have to admit guilt in the eyes of the public 
to all the charges that have been leveled against the GP. 

WILLIAM L. PATTERSON stated that the position taken 
by UNGER, on dissolution, was directly opposed to that of 
the Party leadership. He has put himself and not the 
Party first and has done it tonight in irrefutable language. 
UNGER' s conduct is against the principle of collectivity. 

At this point, UNGER was given the opportunity to 
speak further, but he declined because he did not think it 
would be useful to do so, as there was a question of time 
and preparation involved. UNGER and those who accompanied 
him were excused at this point and left the meeting. 

HELEN WINTER proposed: 

1. That a subcommittee meet with club leadership 
and clarify the problem regarding UNGER. 

2. UNGER should be advised that the commission 
hearing will be continued and perhaps a meeting should be 
set within a week or two. The committee has to act on it 
quickly. Either his suspension will continue or the 
committee has to agree to lift the suspension if he agrees 
to abide fey the decision of the Party.

theory that we must work with the masses. He told of 
the work of the Party to help the Freedom Riders in the 
South. He said that the Party has sent people to the South . 
to help the Freedom Riders. He said that the Negro people 
in the South feel that the right to vote is the most 
important. He said that their feeling is that when the 
Negro obtains this right, other things will fall into line. 

. "On the Supreme Court decision requiring registration 
by the Party, PHIL BART said that it is imperative that 
there be unity and that the Party mobilize its forces 
to fight back. He said that an attorney for the Party has 
.already asked for a review of the court's decision. BART 
stressed that there was a great need to work on the issues 

involved with non-Party people in various Civil Rights ** 

Committees and Constitutional Rights Committees, and that 
the Party must help in forming these committees in areas 
" where they do not already exist. He said if it were a 
matter of the Party along fighting back, then it would 
be a lost cause. It was necessary, he said, that it must 
be with the help of the masses. 

"BART also stated that there must be a mass increase in 
work in labor, peace, Negro and youth matters. 

"BART, in again referring to the recent Supreme Court 
decision, said there are 100,000 copies of an open letter 
being printed explaining the law and pointing out the 
dangers of the law and how it affects not only members of 
the Communist Party, but individuals as a whole. The open 
letter will also be used in newspapers, and he said that a copy 
of the letter was already in the hands of the 'New York Times 1 . 
The 'New York Times' will let the Party know what day they 
will be able to run this open letter in the form of an 
advertisement, the cost of which would be $2,&00. The Party, 
he said, intended to run it in many other papers throughout 
the country. 
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BART stated pamphlets and various printed literature 
will be gotten out from time to time on the McOarran Act 
and also on the Communist Party, explaining what it stands 

for, what it has accomplished, and what i± io±ends_±Q 

accomplish. He said, additionally, that | 

has promised to write a 128-page book on the law and that he 
will have it ready in three weeks' time. Also that the 
Party intends, for the purpose of distribution, to rewrite 
in language understandable to the lay person, a brief, 
Amici Curiae, which has, or will be filed with the United 
States Supreme Court. 

"BART further advised that officials of the Communist 
Party, USA, plan holding a defense conference in the future. 
They anticipate 2,000 attendance and the press will be 
invited to attend. The press, he said, will be told to ask 
questions they wish. This will be a national conference.. 

"BART further advised that a leaflet has been prepared 
on the dissenting opinion of United States Supreme Court 
Justice BLACK which will sell for fifteen cents a copy. 
One hundred copies of this leaflet will be sent by the 
Communist Party, USA, to the Communist Party of New England 
for distribution to various Civil Rights and Constitutional 
Rights Committees with the hope that these organizations 
will, in turn, obtain and distribute additional copies of 
the leaflet on their own. He said, however, the Party should 
be prepared for the possible necessity of sharing the 
expense of distributing the leaflet by these organizations, 
at least to the extent of paying for the pamphlet itself. 

"BART explained that under the McCarran Act the Party 
is supposed to file a list of the membership but that we 
have no list of membership and even if we did have we 
would net file it anyway. He said that certainly the Party 
is not going to hide and has no intention of going under- 
ground. He said we intend to fight for the legality of the 
Party. He went into some detail as to the fines involved. 
For each day they do not file after August 9, 1961, there 
would be a $5,000 fine. He brought out that it was a closer 
vote than it appears to be, that ordinarily a person, 
Justice CLARK, who. had been previously connected with the 
case, would have disqualified himself. The vote would then 
have been 4-4. 
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BART also cautioned that in answering questions of the 
press, that Party officers be very careful not to say 
anything that could be misconstrued, such as anything 
that could be misconstrued as advocating "overthrow 
of the government by force or violence.

ALBERTSON, WILLIAM 

ALBERTSON is a member of the MC representing the 
NY District, and serves as Coordinator - Organizer of 
the CP Youth Commission. ALBERTSON also holds the position 
of Chairman of the Food Club of the Pood and Bakers 
Region, Industrial Division of the NY District CP. 

In July, 1961, ALBERTSON waB named as temporary- 
Organizer of the Kings County CP. ALBERTSON, in this 
position, will temporarily replace JAMES TORMEY, who has 
recently been designated to head CP,USA defense activities. 

In addition to his other duties, ALBERTSON 
continues his employment with International Publishers, 
Incorporated. It appears that the CP is continuing efforts 
to oust ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG from his position with 
International Publishers, Incorporated, and replace him 
with ALBERTSON, The CP has reportedly been desirous of 
gaining solid control of this firm. 

APTHEKER, HERBERT 

APTHEKER is an at large member of the NC, and 
functions as editor of "Political Affairs." APTHEKER also 
serves as director of the School for Marxist Studies and 
is a member of the Board of Editors of "Mainstream." 

In July, 1961, APTHEKER departed for the 
West Coast on Party business. In addition, APTHEKER was 
in July, 1961, invited by the Japanese CP to attend a 
Hiroshima Conference to be held in Japan. The Japanese 
Government, however, refused to issue APTHEKER a visa because 
of his Communist affiliations. 
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AUERBACH, SOLOMON 

AUERBACH is an at large member of the NC, who 
is commonly known as JAMES ALLEN. 

ALLEN now holds the position of acting CP, USA 
Education Director, replacing HYMAN LUMER, who is scheduled 
to commence serving an 18 month prison sentence in the 
near future. 

ALLEN, in the recent past, has been active in 
CP educational matters, and reportedly will collaborate 
with ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN in the writing of several 
articles. 

Although ALLEN is recognized as the temporary 
Education Director of the CP, there is some indication 
that HY LUMER will not resume this position after his 
discharge from prison. 

It is conjectured that this assignment may 
become a permenant one for ALLEN. 

BART, PHILIP 

BART is an at large member of the NC, and 
holds the title of CP National Organizational Secretary. 
BART is a member of the Special Organization Commission 
and Latin- American Commission of the NY CP District. In 
addition, BART serves as a member of the CP National 
Board. 

BART has, in the recent past, travelled to 
various cities on the Eastern Seaboard on Party affairs. 
He is reportedly also active in the establishment of a 
skeleton underground operation for the CP. 
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In addition, BART continues to remain active with 
the day to day management of the CP National Office in NYC. 

BERT j ERIK 

BERT is an at large member of the NC, and 
functions as the Managing Editor of "The Worker", 

BERT a in the latter part of May, 1961, returned 
from a trip to Europe. This tour included a trip to 
Moscow, USSR, where BERT attended the May Day Celebration, 
as part of the CP, USA official Delegation. 

BERT, while in Russia, visited WILLIAM Z. POSTER, 
the ailing CP leader who is presently hospitalized there. 

COLON, JESU S 

COLON is an at large member of the NC, and is 
employed by "The Worker", for which he writes a weekly 
column entitled "As I See It Prom Here." 

COLON devotes his time almost exclusively to the 
handling of Latin-American matters, specializing in 
Cuban affairs. 

COLON and his wife recently departed for Puerto 
Rico, for a vacation. 

CRENOVICK, MICHAEL AARON 

CRENOVICH is an at large member of the NC, 
representing the NY CP District and continues to be active 
in affairs of the Industrial Division of the CP. 
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He reportedly is in regular attendance at meetings of the 
NY District CP Board and holds membership on the Latin- 
American Commission of the NY CP District. \ 

During the recent factional dispute in the NY County 
CP, involving ABRAHAM UNGER, a NY County CP leader, 
CRENOVICH opposed the position of GUS HALL. UNGER, 
who is associated with a group of dissident NY functionaries, 
has recently been castigated by HALL for holding a position 
contrary to that of the National CP office, in regard 
to the CP's position on the recent US Supreme Court 
decisions which require the Party to register and list 
its officials. 

CRENOVICH has apparently alligned himself with 
the NY County CP leaders who have opposed HALL, and at 
a meeting of the NY District CP Board, in July, 1961, 
CRENOVICH spoke out openly in defiance of HALL. 

DAVIS, BENJAMIN J.. JR.- 

DAVIS is an at large member of the NC, and holds 
the position of CP, USA, National Secretary. In addition, 
DAVIS also holds membership on the CP National Board. 

DAVES' position as a CP leader remains 
precarious, and he has, on several occasions, mentioned 
to his wife that he is considering resigning fromthe 
CP. However, DAVIS' past record would indicate that he 
does not have sufficient courage to resign his position, 
or enter into an actual open dispute with GUS HALL. It 
would seem that DAVIS, if he is to leave the CP, must 
actually be forced out by HALL. 
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HALL, who, in May, 1961, at a meeting of the 
CP National Board, accused DAVIS of political immaturity, 
has recommended to DAVIS that he take a lengthy vacation 
and think things over. It has been reported that DAVIS 
was very upset by HALL's recommendation of a vacation; 

FLYNN, ELIZABETH G-URLBY 

FLYNN is an at large member of the NC, and holds 
the position of National Chairman, CP, USA. FLYNN also 
functions as a member of the CP, USA National Board; 

FLYNN, in June, 1961, returned from a trip 
to the West Coast, where she made numerous speeches, and 
visited such major cities as Seattle, Washington, 
San Francisco, California, and Los Angeles, California. 
Since her return from the West Coast, FLYNN has made 
several speeches in the NYC area, and has been most 
active in the newly created Citizens Committee for 
Constitutional Liberties (feCFSSn.^ which has been organized by 
the CP to handle the legal defense- of the CP. 

FRIEDLANDER, MIRIAM 

FRIEDLANDER is a member of the NC representing 
the NY District, and while not officially Bronx County 
Organizer, controls CP activities in that area. 
FRIEDLANDER, in June, I96I, directed the establishment 
of the office of the CCCL at 22 East l?th Street, 
New York City, and presently serves as Executive Secretary 
and Office Manager of that organization; 

GERSON, SIMON 

GERSON is an at large member of the NC, 
and functions as a member of the Political Action and 
Legislation Commission of the NY CP District; 
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GERSON is employed by Afton Tours, a NYC travel 
agency; GERSON, in this capacity, frequently arranges 
passage for CP members to Europe ; 

It has been reported that GERSON has tentative 
plans to visit his father in Israel. 

HALL, GUS 

HALL is an at large member of the NC, and 
holds the position of General Secretary of the CP, USA. 
In addition, HALL is also a member of the CP National 
Board ; HALL continues to direct all activities of the 
Party on a national level, and seems to be firmly 
established in his position as absolute leader of 
the CP, USA. 

HALL recently returned from a trip to the 
West Coast on Party business, where he visited cities 
such as Seattle, San Francisco and Los Angeles; 

HALL, in his position as General Secretary 
of the CP, USA, is currently Involved with ABE 
UNGER and the dissident factional' . group of the NY 
County CP, HALL has apparently met this opposition with 
a direct head "en attack, and has violently attacked UNGER 
and the factionalists in the Party at meetings of '.. 
CP leaders; 

HATHAWAY, CLARENCE 
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HATHAWAY is an at large member of the NC« 
He was, in June, 1961, released of his duties as NY 
District CP Chairman because of ill health; HATHAWAY 
is reportedly suffering from asthma and a heart 
condition and has returned to his home in Minnesota 
where he is convalesing. 

HATHAWAY is a close associate of GUS HALL, 
and continues his open support of HALL in all Party 
matters; 

JACKSON, JAMES E . 

JACKSON is an at large member of the NC, 
and holds the position of Editor .of "The Worker". 
JACKSON also functions as a member of the CP National 
Board ; 

JACKSON continues his support of GUS HALL, and 
supported HALL during the recent dispute involving ABE 
UNGER and the NY CP District; 

JOHNSON, ARNOLD 

JOHNSON is an at large member of the NC, 
and holds membership on the Peace Commission of the 
NY CP District. 

JOHNSON travelled to Moscow* USSR, in the 
latter part of April as the head of a delegation to attend 
as representatives of the CP, USA, the May Day Celebration 
in Moscow; He returned from this trip on 7/3/61; It 
has been reported on several occasions since JOHNSON'S 
return that JOHNSON drank excessively while in the Soviet 
Union, and it appears that he remained in a somewhat 
drunken state throughout his entire visit in the 
Soviet Union; 
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JOHNSON, prior to his departure for Russia 
was named as head of CP defense committee activities. 
During his absence, the CGPGL was established and JAMES 
TORMEY has subsequently risen to leadership of that 
group i It now appears that JOHNSON has been eased out 
of his position in regard to CP defense matters; 

LtMER, HYMAN 

LUMER is an at large member of the NO, 
and functions as a member of the CP National Board; 

LUMER has recently been relieved of all CP 
duties, prior to the commencement of his prison term 
of 18 months for violation of the Labor Management 
Relations Act of 194?. LUMER' s imprisonment 

has been delayed until November, 1961, because of the 
poor health of his wife, EDITH LUMER. It is reported 
that EDITH LTMER is dying of cancer. 

LUMER has become greatly embittered at GUS 
HALL in recent months, and has complained of the treatment 
he is receiving from HALL. LUMER is apparently fearful 
that his wife will not be properly cared for, in the 
event that he has to begin his prison sentence, prior 
to her demise. 

MC ADORY, MILDRED (EDELMAN) 



MC ADORY is an at large member of the NC, 
and a member of the NY District CP Board, and a member of 
the Harlem Region Committee of the CP, 
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MC ADORY continues to be closely allied with BEN 
DAVIS, and is believed to be one of his strongest supporters 
in the Harlem Region. MC ADORY, in the recent months,- 
has entered into a dispute with her landlord, and has 
been active in forming a tenants league within her 
apartment building. 

0 1 DELL, HUNTER PITTS 

It has been reported that O'DELL, who was a 
secret member of the NC, has resigned from the CP, and 
is officially considered by the CP as being out of the 
CP. 

PATTERSON, WILLIAM L. 

PATTERSON is an at large member of the NC, 
and functions as acting chairman of the NY District, 
which position *he assumed as the result of the illness 
of CLARENCE HATHAWAY. PATTERSON continues his 
membership on the CP, USA, Negro Commission . 

In addition, PATTERSON serves as a member of 
the Control Commission of the CP, USA, and the Review, 
Appeals and Audit Committee of this Commission ; 

PATTERSON continues to support the position 
of GUS HALL and the CP National leaders, and is regularly 
in attendance at all CP leadership meetings i 

POTASH, IRVING 

POTASH is an at large member of the NC, 
and serves as Labor Secretary of the CP, USA. 
Be holds membership on the CP National. Board, 
and is regularly in attendance at= all meetings on a

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POTASH has been assigned on a full time basis 
to the NY district CP, to assist WILLIAM PATTERSON, during 
the absence of CLARENCE, HATHAWAY. ' ' 

POTASH'S status with INS remains unchanged. He 
continues under Order of Supervision awaiting deportation. 



ROBESON, PAUL JR. 

ROBESON, Jr. is a member of the NC, representing 
the NY District. 

ROBESON returned to tne US on 6/3/61, after a 
month's stay in Russia,, where he visited his father, 
PAUL ROBESON, Sr., who reportedly is in ill health. 

ROBESON was involved in the recent dispute 
between the CP National leaders and the NY County CP. ROBESON 
Who " during this controversy, supported' the position 
of ABE UNGER, in direct opposition to GUS HALL, now 
faces the possibility of being called by the CP to 
answer charges against him. ROBESON has stated that he has 
no confidence in the CP leadership, and that he has 
resigned from the NC, NY County CP and NY State CP 
Committee. These resignations have not been accepted. 

ROBESoto believes that the National CP 
leader's tactics in fighting the US Supreme Court 
decisions regarding the Uo Carran Act are foolish and 
that "it Would. be another Custer's Last Stand", and 
that he wants no- part of it-.

RUBIN, MORTIMER DANIEL 

RUBIN is an at large member of the NC, 
representing Youth, He functions as CP,USA, National 
Youth Director and is Editor of the publication "New 
Horizons for Youth." 

RUBIN devotes most of his time to activities 
of the CP youth, and in June, 1961, organized and 
participated in a meeting of the National Council Progressive 
Youth Organizing Committee held in Detroit, Michigan. 

In July, 196I, RUBIN was active in the raising 
of funds to transport youth to Moscow, USSR, for the 
purpose of attending a World Youth Forum. 

STACHEL, JACK . 

STACHEL is an at large member of the NC, 
functions as Chairman of the National Groups Commission 
of the CP, USA, and holds membership on the. CP National 
Board. 

STACHEL remains active in all phases of 
Party activity on a' National level, and continues 
his support of. the position of GUS HALL in the National 
leadership of the CP,USA. 
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T ORMEY, BETTY GANNETT 

TORMEY is a member of the NC, representing 
the NY District and also serves as a member of the full- 
time staff of the NY District CP. In addition, she 
serves as Organizational and Educational Secretary of 
the NY District. 

GANNETT wak a strong supporter of GUS HALL in 
his dispute with ABE UNGER and the NY County CP leaders, 
and is a follower of the line established by the National 
leaders . 

GANNETT, in July, 19&1, suffered two angina 
attacks during the course of a NY CP County 
meeting. It is reported that her husband, JAMES TORMEY, 
has characterized these attacks as the most severe 
she has suffered to date. 

TORMEY, JAMES 

TORMEY is a member of the NC, representing 
the NY District. He has been relieved of his duties 
as Kings County CP Organizer and has been assigned 
to direct the activities of the recently established 
CCPCL. 

It would appear that TORMEY, in his work as 
Coordinator of defense work for the CP, USA, will come 
into closer contact with the activities of the National 
leaders, than he has heretofore. 

The CCCF maintains an office at 22 East 17th 
Street, New York City, and TORMEY reportedly will devote 
most of his time to the affairs of that office. The 
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purpose and scope of this committee is to serve as a 
National Coordinator and center for every effort 
being made by whatever source to repeal the Mc €&rran and Smith 
Acts. In additon, it has been established to reverse 
the US .Supreme Court's decision of June 5, 19^1, to secure 
an indefinite stay of any enforcement of the law by 
the Department of Justice,* It is to engage in generating 
a popular defense, movement to mobilize legal assistance 
for; any organization .and individual whose "democratic rights 
are infringed upon by these laws." 

WEINSTOCK, LOUIS 

WEINSTOCK is a member of the NC, representing 
the NY District and functions as General Manager of "The 
Worker . " 

WEINSTOCK works full time for "The Worker" and 
has ?"aen reliably described as a tireless worker for the 
improvement of this publication. 

WEINSTONE, WILLIAM 

WEINSTONE was elected a member of the NC at 
a meeting of the NC held at NYC on 1/20 - 22/61. 

WEINSTONE remains most active in all phases 
of activity in the CP, USA education field. He reportedly 
instructed at a CP school held in NYC during June, 1961. 

WEINSTONE is a supporter of the position of 
GUS HALL and the National leaders and sat on the 
National Review and Appeal Commission which conferred 
concerning the case of ABE UNGER and his dispute with 
the National leaders. 
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PART II 

A factionalist situation which is perhaps a 
carry over from the 17th National Convention of the CP,USA, 
held in December, 1959 » has in recent months erupted, 
and reached a climax in a controversy between the 
National CP leaders and a small group of NY County CP 
leaders.' This group of NY County leaders have in the 
past been strong supporters of BEN DAVIS and have 
frequently not agreed with the ideas and programs of GUS 
HALL, as supported by CLARENCE HATHAWAY, Chairman of the 
NY District. This group, which is composed of bounty 
leaders, such as EVELYN WIENER, MILTON ROSEN and ABE 
UNGER have on occasions acted contrary to the line set 
forth by the National leaders, and have been most 
critical of the National leaders. 

It has been reported that this situation recently 
came to a head, when ABE UNGER appeared before a CP 
lawyers group and recommended dissolution of the CP, as 
a tactic in the struggle against the US Supreme Court 
decisions on the Mc Carran Act. This position was in 
direct opposition to that established by the CP leaders. 

Following UNGER' s speech, the CP, USA, Review 
Commission met and reviewed the position taken by 
UNGER, and voted at that time to suspend him from CP 
membership. This suspension was upheld by the CP National 
Board. 

WILLIAM PATTERSON, acting chairman of the NY 
District CP, then appeared before a meeting of the NY County 
Executive Council and advised them of UNGER ' s suspension. 
UNGER, who was in attendance at the meeting, refused to 
leave, when advised of his status with the CP. PATTERSON

in an effort to remove UNGER from the meeting, called 
for a vote. This tactic failed, when this group voted 
to allow UNGER to remain for the duration of the meeting. 

PATTERSON reported these events to the National 
office and on 7/13/61, a meeting of the NY District Board 
and invited guests was held in NYC. The key address was. 
delivered by GUS HALL on the subject of factionalism, 
in the NY District. HALL, in his report, castigated 
UNGER and his policy of dissolution, of the CP. HALL 
described the NY District CP as being 98$ healthy, but 
stated that the remaining 2$ are infected. HALL stated 
that following the Supreme Court decision of 6/5/61, the 
National leadership made a fighting decision to resist the. 
ruling of ^the teo.urt. HALL stated that the position of 
the Party is that the struggle against the Supreme 
Court decision can be won, and indicated that 
dissolution of the Party is unthinkable. 

Following HALL'S speech, he recommended a 
number of points in an effort to reorganise the NY 
District and to eoffe&O&fy the NY District CP's support 
of the National leaders. The discussion that ensued 
following HALL'S speech found MILTON ROSEN, EVELYN 
WIENER, MIKE CRENOVICH, PAUL ROBESON, Jr., MILDRED 
MC ADORY EDELMAN and others opposing HALL'S point of 
view. 

A vote was taken and HALL'S report was 
endoresed and his motion carried in spite of the opposition 

The situation in NY would appear to be an 
extremely serious one for the Party and it is possible 
that MILTON ROSEN arid NY County leaders may fee 
removed from CP leadership as a result of this conflict. 
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PART III 

It has been reliably reported that HYMAN 
LUMER and ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, in July, 1961, -conferred. 
for a lengthy period, during which time they proceeded 
to discuss and criticise most of the National leaders 
of the CP. 

FLYNN stated that she has criticized IRVING 
POTASH for not doing any work and in the circulation 
of trade union publications. FLYNN indicated that POTASH be- 
came very upset upon hearing this criticism. She commented 
that POTASH is too sensitive and rarely performs any 
concrete task for the CP. LUMER, in referring to PHIL 
&ART, described him as a complete "numbskull." He commented 
that BART has stated that his job at CP Headquarters 
beats working and that he is completely satisfied to be 
wasted in a job, making out a few vouchers. 

LUMER continued his discussion with FLYNN by 
commencing a tirade against BEN DAVIS. LUMER stated that he 
has told DAVIS that if he, DAVIS, wants to play prlities, 
he ought to run for public office. ELIZABETH characterized 
DAVIS as being practically a deserter. 

HY LU1ER then turned his attention to ELIZABETH HALL 
and GUS HALL, and said that ELIZABETH has nothing but 
contempt for CP leaders. ELIZABETH FLYNN commented that 
ELIZABETH HALL is not "very bright." HY stated that 
ELIZABETH HALL has criticized him for sending his son 
to college and recommended that the boy go to work 
instead of seeking higher education. LUMER exclaimed 
that he was chagrined to discover that ELIZABETH , 
had enrolled her daughter in Western Reserve University. 
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LUMER indicated that he has neve* let HALL get away with 
Amrt-hine and has frequently been forced to tell him of r. 
HMER efelSned tha? that is why the relationship between 
himself and HALL is now strained. LUMER indicated that 
HALL is envious cf him because h@ is an educated man. 

PLYNN stated that she wondered how long 
HALL would be able to get. along with JIM ALLEN. FLYNN 
characterized ALLEN as a "smoothie" and prophecized that 
ALLEN will not get into an open conflict with HALL even 
though he probably despises HALL. 

PIYNN complained that she cannot even 
meet alone with HALL, because he insists on dragging someone 
like BILL WEINSTONE with him. 

HALL and PLYNN continued their criticism of National 
leaders and .next vented their feelings on JACK STACHEL. 
ELIZABETH stated that JACK STACHEL is always around and 
wants to know everything. She stated that he is very 
devious in his ways. ELIZABETH further commented that 
in the early days of the Party, JACK STACHEL was the 
figure behind the scenes. She stated that he used to 
speak harshly to the members of the CP and was a real 
sieister-looking figure . 

LUMER recalled that STACHEL, after the 
funeral of EUGENE DENNIS, "cried like a baby." ELIZABETH 
explained that STACHEL was upset because his name was 
not listed as an honorary pollbearer, and that his affection 
for the late EUGENE DENNIS was not the cause of the tears.

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On August 3, 1961, NY 1750-S* furnished 
information regarding a conversation which took place 
between PHIL and CONNIE BART at their residence at 2415

On 6/27/61 , NY 2384-*S*, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past,, advised that a meeting 
of the NY District CP Staff was held on that date at CP 
Headquarters, NYC. 

According to the informant, WILLIAM PATTERSON 
stated they needed to have a special point on finances.. 
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EVXE WIENER stated that she had special reauests 
from 4 comrades. BILL ALBERTSON. asked for his hack pay* 
He is owed for 5 weeks* MIMI FRIE.DLAMDER asks for $25o00 
a week from her hack pay for her son's college tuition . WIENER 
has a $150 insurance bill due on Friday. She made a loan of 
$100, which she must pay back in 3 months so that if she could 
get the remaining $50 she would be OKo 

WIENER continued that some money has come in since 
the Board meeting! $191 from the Bronx, $200 from Industry, and 
iji75 from Nassau. They have a balance of approximately $500 
in the treasury. They need to pay the rent next week. 

PATTERSON proposed that $25 a week be given to MIMI 
and $100 be given to ALBERTSON on account. These proposals were 
apparently accepted. 

GANNETT brought up as the next point the status 
of the Defense Committee. 

MIMI FRIEDLANDER gave an informational report 
regarding the Citizens Committee for Constitutional Liberties 
(CPCL). FRIEDLANDER stated the CFCL is on a national scale, 
but is based in New York in order to build it and give it a 
background. Its object is to establish a center in which the 
fight for a rehearing and a jeyersal of the decision on the Mc 
Carran and Smith Acts can be carried out. it will also deal 
with whatever defense is necessary in relation to the Smith Act 
and Mc Carran Act. 

It will have to move as quickly as possible to set 
this up officially and to qualify as a charitable organization 
to make an appeal for funds under New York State law. There is 
still the problem of selecting officers. An -address has been 
established. Its educational work is primarily based on the 
pamphlets on the BLACK dissent* 
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The main direction of the Committee's actions is 
toward the Administration. The theory is that certain actions 
between the present and October can develop a tremendous 
awareness- throughout the country and make an impression on 
the Administration which will upset the way in which the 
decisions are reheared by the Court.

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PATTERSON stated he would like to confine the 
discussion to what "we" (the CP) in New York are responsible 
for and BETTY GANNETT echoed this question by asking' what 
are "our" responsibilities to the Committee. PATTERSON 
stated -chat one responsibility was to help develop forces. 
Anotner thing that demands immediate attention on "our" part 
is finances. Further, they should work on the pamphlet 
and mass meeting, said WIENER. 

POTASH stated he understood the Committee was 
S f t ^ P tor the PUWse of approaching particular sections 
of the people, individuals and organizations, mere the 
Party is not invited in its own name, and to develop a program 
01 action. This program could involve others together with 
the Party and also on their own. Number 1 in this connection 
is the mass meeting in New York where they will try to eet a united 
front arrangement. Next, will be a petition. They still 
do not have anything T«ith which to approach anyone, and say please 
do this. They should request the Committee to give them a 
petition. POTASH proposed that they get a petition so they can 
go to their own members who will spread it out and take it to 
places, organisations, individuals and get signatures.

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POTASH continued that they should begin to 
work to get together people to call the state conference.

As to a Fund Drive, POTASH said that would not 
be too easy, when people give money, they want a receipt, 
and the collector wants to tell the contributor to whom" 
they gave. He indicated that some people would not 
contribute if they thought (it was to- the CP?) 
He stated that as a matter of fact when they go out with 
the petitions, they should also ask for money to avoid 
duplication, 

BETTST GANNETT proposed: 

1. An immediate start on the petition. 

2. To put material in the hands of the 
average member and friend. 

3. An appeal in "The Worker" and in the 
Guardian" and volunteers to go into the office to work. 

4. on the mass rally, the moment, the date 
and place is set up to assist in getting speakers. 

PHIL BART observed that the proposal is that 
the CFCL will be national and will take into consideration 
the needs of a national organization, as well as working 
in various areas. His further remarks were rendered 
unintelligible by use of a blackboard. 

MILT ROSEN asked who was going to call the State 
Conference. POTASH replied, it will be called by left - 
Progressive people. They will call a State Conference us^ne* 
their names as sponsors and they will issue the call. 

ROSEN stated he would like for the national 
committee to state just what is the relationship between 
the ECLG and the work they are doing. He observed the ECLC 
is also working out a campaign. Thus, he asked how do "we" 
work with the situation when already in New York there is 
an organization moving with the same name they are talking 
about. They should find out immediately where they stand 
and \>bm someone on the staff should be asked to follow 
through so that at least in New York, they know what is 
going on. 
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GANNETT then stated the next point on the 
agenda would be political action. She stated they have 
to see if they can bring together some of the left forces 
in order to work out a common ocfelocJs in connection with 
the election and determine the possibility for some citywide 
candidate to run independently. Also, there is the question 
of determining the Party candidates. 

ESTHER CANTOR stated that they must pull forces 
together for you cannot pull candidates out of a hat. Even 
the running of Party candidates should be on the basis of 
consulting with other forces and indicating that 11 we 11 
think candidates should run, etc. 

POTASH thinks that an immediate statement from the 
Party is necessary. He also thinks that they should indicate 
that the labor forces project a prominent Negro in the 
primary. The second element for an immediate statement is 
the issues. They should bring forward very sharply the issues 
about low wages In New York, housing, Harlem, schools, etc. 
He continued that it was agreed that they immediately begin 
to canvass among other people on the possibility for an 
independent figure and also the possibility for a Negro 
candidate in the event other forces do not come across. 

MILT ROSEN thinks they should sort of gear themselves 
around QUILL* He thinks they ought to take QUILL 1 s position 
on the shorter work week, low pay, and on the Negro question 
because QUILL 1 s statement was powerful. ROSEN said that at 
the Negro American Labor Council Conference, the conference 
came out with the resolution supporting independence through 
Party action by the Labor Movement. 

ROSEN said they should make up a list and go out 
in teams. For example, he would like to spend two days going 
around with PATTERSON to see these people. He said they could 
make up 4 teams and go around and canvass the entire left. 
At this point, ROSEN did not think they could specifically 
say whether they wanted to run a Communist candidate until 
they meet with these people. 
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ROSEN also said he proposed that BEN DAVIS 
and ESTHER CANTOR draft a statement as quickly as possible 
and that they go over it, and have it in time for the 
next edition of the paper. 

ROSEN further suggested that ESTHER CANTOR and 
BETTX* GANNETT and perhaps PATTERSON sit down and draw up 
a list of people in the "left" who should be seen. This, 
he said, they should spend time on during the next week. 

POTASH commented that they kill two birds with 
one stone for at the same time, they could discuss' the OSCL. 

BEN advised he would caution very strongly at this 
point of just raising questions of a lack of a Negro 
candidate. He thinks that what is really absent and which 
stands out in the minds of most people is the failure to 
have any kind of principal issue. He proposed that porhaps 
they should assign somebody now who is going to be responsible 
every single week after week. There ought to be a definite 
assignment- tftgfe ESTHER do it, that ESTHER be responsible for 
it, or whomever else they wanted to make responsible. 

DAVIS also thinks that one concrete thing is that 
the comrades have got to work out something for a Party 
candidate. It is of the utmost importance that there be 
at least one significant and important Party candidate. 

BETTY GANNETT stated that one more thing is the 
Harlem discussion or rather a continuation of the Harlem 
discussion. PATTERSON proposed that the Harlem Committee 
meet Kith the Staff. 

POTASH remarked the thing that bothers him is what 
happened at the last meeting of the Board. It seems to him 
it" is necessary to guarantee that there will be a meeting 
and that it does not end the way the last meeting did. He 
thinks that would be disastrous for the Party. Pie stated he 
could not underestimate the blow to the morale of the Party 
when such things happen (i.e. a non-appearance on the part 
of Harlem people). 
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BETTY GANNETT mentioned that, it would be over 
a month since their first discussion. Therefore, it is her 
opinion it is important not only to guarantee attendance, 
but also to have a 10 or 15 minute summary by MILLIE EDELMAN, 
so that they once again focus attention on the discussion, 
Otherwise, everyone would spesak in generalities and they 
will not get the maximum out of the discussion. 

PATTERSON continued that he was very much 
dissatisfied with the attendance at the State Committee 
( 6/24/61 ). He thinks that is a question which must be 
taken- to the Board. He also thinks there are members on 
the State Committee who have no desire to function as 
members of that committee. 

MILT ROSEN said the Staff was to have a meeting 
with the Manhattan Executive Committee to discuss with them 
the Party's position in New York in relation to the Supreme 
Court decision. They were to try and work out a unified 
approach. He suggested that perhaps GANNETT and WIENER could 
work out a date with RUTH SHULMAN on this. 

WIENER stated the next regular meeting of the 
Manhattan Executive Committee would be July 6th „ ROSEN 
suggested they propose a combined meeting on that evening. 
GANNETT objected as that was the evening of her club 
meeting. POTASH stated that GANNETT and WIENER should work 
it out. 

This Staff Meeting then adjourned.
